tice of the United States in 1953. 
He held* the governorship until 
1959 when he ran for the United 
States Senate and was defeated by 
Clair Engle. 


Party’s Losses 

In telling the student journal- 
ists about the Republican Party’s 
loss in that’ election and his own 
personal loss Knight stated that he 
“felt as if he had been stabbed in 
thé back and then arrested for 
carrying a concealed wéApon.” 

Several of the delegates asked 
the former - governor quéstions 
concerning Communism and_ its 
thréat to the United States. 


Teach Threats 

“The teaching of the threat of 
Communism belongs in the 
schools,” he said. “It should def- 
initely be outlined in the cur- 
riculum as students need to have 
an understanding of the approach- 
es and definitions of Commun- 
ism.” 

The governor recommended that 
the students see the film “Oper- 
ation Abolition.” 


Decide For Self 

“You’ve got to see it and de- 
cide for yourself,” he said of the 
controversial film. 

When asked about the John 
Birch Society, Knight stated that 
he had no personal opinion as yet, 
however, if he were to believe the 
Los Angeles Times the activities 
of the group’s leader may hamper 
the actual movement. 

Nixon’s Announcement 

Richard Nixon’s' recent § an- 
nouncement that he will not seek 
the California governorship was 
referred to when a delegate in- 
quired if it were the governor’s 
opinion that Nixon had high hopes 
for the 1964 presidential race and 
did not wish to endanger his 
chances by a possible loss in the 
gubernatorial race. 

No Alternative 
Knight replied that after hav- 


_ing a taste of the vice- eeepc | 


Nixon has no choice but to thin 
in terms of the presidency since 
any other job would be too small 
and insignificant in comparison. 


‘He cannot be condemned for 
this,” said the onetime California 
leader. 

Compliments and Criticisms 

Gov. Knight had both compli- 
ments and criticisms for President 
Kennedy. 

“He is increasing the cost, of 
government and we will: have: Es 
deficit,” he said. “I am. ‘ 
skeptical about the gold situation,” 


he continued. 


TV Press Conferences 

In_ speaking about Kennedy’s 
television press conferences Knight 
said that they were excellent and 
demonstrated skill and rloquanee 
and a gdéod command of the su 
ject. 

“Goodie” as he is affectionately 
known indulged the students in 
their many questions when the al- 
lotted time ran.out and he con- 
tirtued talking with the students 
informally on the lawn outside the 
conference room.
